NOTES ON NEWS OF THE DAY. 
T he Mission of the Immaculate Virgin on 
Staten Island bought a ton of turkeys and 
fed them to 1,400 children yesterday. That 
was sevon-tcnths of a pound for eatli bcsidts 
dressing and other fixings. 
There were no deaths at Jacksonville 
from yellow fever yesterday, though seven 
new cases were reported. The record is now 
believei to be closed. The deaths liaye 
reached 408 and the Cases of sickness 4,687. 
Gov, B eaver of Pennsylvania has been 
chosen as Grand Marshal of the inaugural 
parade at Washington on the 4th of March. 
Gen. Sherman was first tendered the ap­ 
pointment, but the illness and death of Mrs. 
Sherman prevented his acceptance. 
The jN'un's analysis and combination of the 
election figures, which arc copied on our see- 
ond page, afford a curious and instructive 
study. Not the least important of the leve- 
lations is the fnel that Cleveland ran ahead of 
Hill “above the bridge.” It shows that Hill 
was indelHed wholly to the slum vote of New 
York for his election. 
Gen. Goff has 148 majority hi West Vir­ 
ginia on the face of the returns, and will un­ 
doubtedly lie the next Governorof that state. 
He has arrived In Washington to resume liis 
seat in Congress. The Republicans again 
claim t>,e Legislature, and the next Senator 
IrGm West Virginia is likely to be a Republi­ 
can.

When a few unani­ 
mously elected Congressmen arc unseated 
because only one party is allowed to vote, the 
colored man will find his place at the polls 
and keep it.

The efforts of the Department in 
ship construction have necessarily, since March, 
1885, been devoted to unarmored vessels, aud as to 
these tlie Department is able to report that when 
the ships iu course of;construction and thoie author­ 
ized shall have been completed, the United States 
will rank second amOrtg the nations in the posses­ 
sion of ufiarmored “cruisers.’’ or commerce de­ 
stroyers." having the highest characteristics, via., of 
size 3,000 tons and upward, and possessing speed 
of 1!) knots and upwards. The importance which 
has been placed upon tins branch of naval arm a­ 
ment will be appreciated from the statement that 
England nnd France possess 05 vessels of the class 
known as unarmored cruisers. The attention of the

Two day s bav e sufficed to briug about the

Dispatches

Army influence ex press disapprov al. Buffalo 
v eterans of the Democratic party testify that 
they do not want the split, and speak in com ­ 
mendation of the members of the Grand 
Army in electing Farquhar (Republican), to 
Congress at the last two elections, and Gen. 
W in. F. Rogers (Democrat) at a prev ious 
election. 
Regrets come from Baltimore of 
the rumors at the West of a contemplated 
div ision, and Democratic members declare 
that there is no likelihood of trouble in Mary ­ 
land. 
In Philadelphia such leading Demo­ 
cratic members as City Comptroller Dechert, 
Col. Charles E. Tipton, Commander of the 
Hancock 
Veterans’ 
Association, and 
Dr. 
Kingston Goddard, say there will tie no se­ 
cession in that city . 
In Cincinnati it is not 
known that any mov ement for a new organ­ 
ization has been started. 
In Sy racuse it has 
been impossible to find any disaffection ¡y nong 
Democratic members. 
Ev en in Chicago, 
where Gen. Palmer m ay be supposed to hav e 
friends in the Grand Army if any where, the 
mov ement has no support. 
Gen. Herman 
Lieb, who has been a member from the lirst 
organization and is a staunch Democrat, de 
clares that there is not enough material in 
the country to form a separate ex -soldiers 
association. 
He adds that the whole trouble 
arises from the fact that nine-tenths of the 
members are Republicans who take an activ e 
part in ev ery campaign. 
But he testifies that 
politics hav e been rigidly kept out of tli 
organization. 
In his opinion the effect of 
I) emocratic secession would be the forma 
tion of two distinctiv e political organizations 
where there is none now, and that neithe 
would thriv e ex cept in the heat of great p< 
litical campaigns. 
He seems to be wise 
enough to foresee the effect of forcing into 
politics a great and powerful organization 
nine-tenths of whose members are Republi 
cans. 
The mov ement appears to be confined to 
Indiana, a state which was made infamous 
by the Knights of the Golden Circle and 
other treasonable organizations during the 
war. 
But ev en there it does not receiv e the 
sanction of Congressman Matson, the defeat 
ed Democratic candidate for Gov ernor. 
Mat 
son say s he knows nothing about it sav e what 
lie has seen in the papers, that he is not the 
head or any part of it, and that he does not 
propose to follow Gen. Palmer’s course be­ 
cause he was nev er a member of the Grand 
Army and cannot withdraw. 
Gen. Palmer 
continues to insist that the organization was 
used for partisan purposes, but does not ap­ 
pear to feel sure of his ability to lead a great 
Democratic secession. 
The most that he has 
to say in regard to a Democratic div ision is 
that “ some propose the organization of ex ­ 
soldiers when circumstances shall show it to 
be necessary .” 
The old General is still sore 
ov er his defeat, though the returns show that 
the Democratic v eterans, who deserted Clev e 
land almost to a man, stood by him faith 
fully . 
If the Democratic party would like to see 
a Grand Army composed wholly of Demo 
cratic v eterans, no Republican is likely to ob 
ject. 
It m ight make Republicans out of 
many who are satisfied with the order as it is, 
while it would release both bodies from the 
rule of abstention from politics.

feet v ery disagreeable to Democrats would be 
that of showing ex actly how many of the 
v eterans who did honorable serv ice and re 
ceiv ed an honorable discharge are In their 
party .

DEMOCRATS GIVE UP THE HOUSE. 


The news is confirmed that Ev ans of Ten 
nessee, Stock bridge of Mary land and Cole 
man of Louisiana, Republican members of 
Congress-elect, hav e been granted certificates 
ot election by the Gov ernors of their sev eral 
states. 
This assures a Republican majority 
of one in the House, without waiting for the 
decision in regard to the second North Caro 
lina district and the West Virginia districts 
There ought to be little difficulty now in set 
tling the count in these districts, for neither 
party can capture the House by unfairness 
while there is a strong sentiment among bon 
est and candid Democrats in fav or of accord 
ing to the Republicans the majority to which 
they are entitled. 
It is pleasant to mark with 
what cheerfulness some Democrats make the 
admission. 
Congressman Springer said on 
Wednesday : 
“ The nex t 
House will un­ 
doubtedly be Republican by a small majority .’ 
Speaker Carlisle said y esterday that he was 
‘‘inclined to believ e that the Republicans will 
hav e control of the nex t Congress.” W hen 
Carlisle surrenders, then all hope must bo 
g iv en jup. 
He came earjy to Washington to 
look after the Democratic count, and selected 
the districts in which Republicans were to be 
counted out. 
H is hopes of political prcrno 
tion were all centered in die retention of the 
Speakership for another term. 
His accept 
ance in the last Congress of another man’s 
seat, after it had been procured for him by 
the most outrageous and unblushing frauds, 
prov ed him as unscrupulous as any Southern 
partisan, and prepared the country to regard 
without surprise his efforts to re-elect himself 
Speaker ov er a Republican House. 
The anx iety of the Democrats to recov er 
their lost popularity in the territories is 
amusing. 
Mr. Springer say s they will try 
v ery hard to pass the bill admitting to the 
Union the territories of Dakota, Washington, 
Montana and New Mex ico. 
This bill was 
inv ented by Mr. Springer, and used as an 
obstruction to any reasonable plan for the ad­ 
mission of Dakota during the last session. 
Thoug h N ew Mex ico was bey ond doubt 
Democratic, and Washington had a Demo­ 
cratic delegate in Congress, the entire aim of 
the bill was to keep Dakota out until after 
the Presidential election, and her 200,000 
v oters were disfranchised. 
The effect has 
been to create 
a 
Republican 
majority 
in ev ery territory . 
Mr. Springer is pass­ 
ing through the remorseful agonies of a 
death bed repentance. 
He hopes by this 
posthumous ex hibition of good will to secure 
the forgiv eness of the people for the irrepar­ 
able wrong done them. 
But the Senate will 


not adopt the Spriuger bill or any other bill 
Which refuses to div ide Dakota into two 
states. 
As for the others they will come in 
on their own indiv idual merits and not 
through the assistance of an omnibus bill. 
Instead of four we may hopefully look for 
the admission of ¿ line and not impossibly 
elev en new states before the close of Har­ 
rison’s first term. 
The Republican party is 
for bnilding up the republic, and will see es­ 
pecially . 
that 
those 
citizens 
who 
face the hardships of the Western wilderness 
and carv e out new states are protected iu 
their civ il and political rights. 
The surrender of the House by the Demo­ 
crats is so early and the ov erthrow of their 
scheme so complete as to make them ev i­ 
dently ashamed of themselv es. 
The party 
would hav e .stood much better before the 
country if the attempt had not been made. 
Again it stands arraigned as the party of 
fraud and the willing abettor of any crime 
that promises it ev en a transient adv antage.

The official v ote of the state by counties 
lias been canv assed by the State Board of 
Canv assers, and an analy sis of it prov es v ery 
interesting. 
Few persons would hav e sup 
posed that Clev eland got more v otes than 
Hill almv e the Harlem Riv er, and by that we 
mean abov e New York county , or that Ed­ 
ward Franc J ones got more v otes than any 
candidate or elector, y et these are only a few 
of the unex pected rev elations of the official 
count. 
Gov . Hill receiv ed more v otes than any 
other candidate before the people of the 
state (ex cept Lieut.-Gov . J ones), but he only 
got 118 v otes more than Harrison.

For Court of Appeals J udge GYay beat 
J udge Rumsey by 3,07 5 v otes, but Rumsey 
ran more than 1,000 v otes ahead of Cruger, 
who made the poorest showing of any man 
before the State. 
The constitutional amendment was ov er­ 
whelmingly carried. 
Not all the returns up­ 
on it are in, but it is estimated that the v ote 
for the amendment was about 48 0.000 and 
against it about 5 5 ,000.

ALREADY IT IS DONE FOR. 


Two days liavc sufficed to bring about the 
total 
collapse

Democratic 
Grand 
Army 
movement. 
Dispatches 
from 
the 
leading 
centres 
of 
Grand 
Army influence express disapproval. Buffalo 
veterans of the Democratic party testify that 
they do not want the split, and speak in com­ 
mendation of the members of the Grand 
Army in electing Farquhar (Republican), to 
Congress at the last two elections, aud Gen. 
Win. F. Rogers (Democrat) at a previous 
election. 
Regrets come from Baltimore of 
the rumors at the West of a contemplated 
division, and Democratic members declare 
that there is no likelihood of trouble in Mary­ 
land. 
In Philadelphia such leading Demo­ 
cratic members as City Comptroller Dechert. 
Col. Charles E. Tipton, Commander of the 
Hancock Veterans’ Association, and Dr. 
Kingston Goddard, say there will lie no se­ 
cession in that city. 
In Cincinnati it is not 
known that any movement for a new organ­ 
ization has been started. 
In Syracuse it has 
been impossible to find any disaffection ¡ynong 
Democratic members. 
Even in Chicago, 
where Gen. Palmer may be supposed to have 
friends in the Grand Army if anywhere, the 
movement has no support. 
Gen. Herman 
Lieb, who has been a member from the lirst 
organization aud is a staunch Democrat, de­ 
clares that there is not enough material in 
the country to form a separate ex-soldiers’ 
association. 
He adds that the whole trouble 
arises from the fact that nine-tenths of the 
members are Republicans who take an active 
part in every campaign. 
But he testifies that 
politics have been rigidly kept out of the 
organization. 
In his opinion the effect of 
Democratic secession would be the forma­ 
tion of two distinctive political organizations 
where there is none now, and that neither 
would thrive except in the heat of great po­ 
litical campaigns. 
He seems to be wise 
enough to foresee the effect of forcing into 
politics a great and powerful organization, 
nine-tenllis of whose members are Republi­ 
cans. 
The movement appears to be confined to 
Indiana, a state which was made infamous 
by the Knights of the Golden Circle and 
other treasonable organizations during the 
war. 
But even there it does not receive the 
sanction of Congressman Matson, the defeat­ 
ed Democratic candidate for Governor. Mat­ 
son says he knows nothing about it save what 
lie has seen in the papers, that he is not the 
head or any part of it, and that he does not 
propose to follow Gen. Palmer’s rourse be­ 
cause he was never a member of the Grand 
Army and cannot withdraw. 
Gen. Palmer 
continues to insist that the organization was 
used for partisan purposes, but does not ap­ 
pear to feel sure of his ability to lead a great 
Democratic secession. 
The most that he has 
to say in regard to a Democratic division is 
that “ some propose the organization of ex 
soldiers when circumstances shall show it to 
be necessary.” 
The old General is still sore 
over his defeat, though the returns show that 
the Democratic veterans, who deserted Cleve- 
land almost to a man, stood by him faith 
fully. 
If the Democratic party would like to see 
a Grand Army composed wholly of Demo­ 
cratic veterans, no Republican is likely to ob 
ject. 
It might make Republicans out of 
many who are satisfied with the order as it is, 
while it would release both bodies from the 
rule of abstention from politics. 
But an ef 
feet very disagreeable to Democrats would be 
that of showing exactly how many of the 
veterans who did honorable service and re­ 
ceived an honorable discharge are In their 
party. 
The 
claim 
has 
often 
been 
made that the Democrats are in the majority. 
This does not appear either from the assertion 
of Gen. Lieb that the Democrats numberless 
than one-tenth, or from the accusation of 
Gen. P alu er that the order went into poli­ 
tics against him and accomplished his defeat. 


not adopt the Springer bill or any other bill 
Vrhich refuses to divide Dakota into two 
states. 
As for the others they will come in 
on their own individual merits and not 
through the assistance of an omnibus bill.

SOME ELECTION FIGURES. 


DEMOCRATS GIVE UP THE HOUSE. 


The news is confirmed that Evans of Ten­ 
nessee, Stockbridgc of Maryland and Cole 
man of Louisiana, Republican members of 
Congress-elect, have been granted certificates 
ot election by the Governors of their several 
states. 
This assures a Republican majority 
of one in the House, without waiting for the 
decision in regard to the second North Caro­ 
lina district and the West Virginia districts. 
There ought to be little difficulty now in set­ 
tling the count in these districts, for neither 
party can capture the House by unfairness, 
while there is a strong sentiment among hon­ 
est and candid Democrats in favor of accord­ 
ing to the Republicans the majority to which 
they are entitled. 
It is pleasant to mark with 
what cheerfulness some Democrats make the 
admission. 
Congressman Springer said on 
Wednesday; 
“ The next 
House will un­ 
doubtedly lie Republican by a small majority.” 
Speaker Carlisle said yesterday that he was 
“inclined to believe that the Republicans will 
have control of the next Congress.” When 
Carlisle surrenders, then all hope must be 
given up. 
He came endy to Washington to 
look after the Democratic couut. and selected 
the districts in which Republicans were to be 
couulcd out. 
His hopes of political promo­ 
tion were all centered in die retention of Ihe 
Speakership for another term. 
His accept­ 
ance in the last Congress of another man’s 
•eat, after it had been procured for him by 
the most outrageous aud unblushing frauds, 
proved him os unscrupulous as any Southern 
partisan, and prepared the country to regard 
without surprise his efforts to re-elect himself 
Speaker over a Republican House. 
The anxiety of the Democrats to recover 
their lost popularity in the territories is 
amusing. 
Mr. Springer says they will try 
very hard to pass the bill admitting to tie 
Union the territories of Dakota. Washington, 
Montana and New Mexico. 
This bill was 
Invented by Mr. Springer, and used as an 
obstruction to any reasonable plan for the ad­ 
mission of Dakota during the last session. 
Though New Mexico was beyond doubt 
Democratic, and Washington had a Demo­ 
cratic delegate in Congress, the entire aim of 
the bill was to keep Dakota out until after 
the Presidential election, and her 200,000 
voters were disfranchised.

Republican 
majority 
in every territory. 
Mr. Springer is pass­ 
ing through the remorseful agonies of a 
death-bed repentance. 
He hopes by this

The official vote of the state by counties 
has been canvassed by the State Board of 
Canvassers, and an analysis of it proves very 
interesting. 
Few persons would have sup 
posed that Cleveland got more votes than 
11 ill aliove the Harlem River, and by that we 
mean above New York county, or that Ed 
ward Franc Jones got more votes than any 
candidate or elector, yet these are only a few 
of the unexpected revelations of the official 
count. 
Gov. Ilill received more votes than any 
other candidate before the people of the 
state (except Lieut.-Gov. Jones), hut he only 
got 118 votes more than Harrison. 
Hill’s 
iotal vote was 050,450, and Harrison’s total 
w as 050,838. 
Gov. Hill increased liis plurality over that 
of 1885 to the extent of one vote short of 
8,000 votes. 
He got 148,901 more votes, 
though, than in 1885, but Miller got 140,992 
more votes than Iceberg Ira did iu 1885. 
Hill ran 14,491 votes ahead of Grover 
Cleveland this year. 
Miller ran 19,015 be 
hind Harrison. 
Edward Franc Jones received 293 more 
votes than Hill. 
Here are the totals for the 
state : Jones, 650,749; Ilill, 650,456. 
The official figures for New York county 
arc: llarrison, 106,H21; Cleveland, 162,735 
a plurality for Cleveland of 55,914. 
In 1884 
Cleveland got 133,157 and Blaine 90,093, 
difference in favor of Cleveland then of 43,- 
064; so that Cleveland gained 12,850 over his 
vote in 1884, 
But Hill got 168,454 against Miller’s 99, 
352 in this county, an advantage for Hill of 
69,102. 
In 1885 ilill got 123,603 and Daven 
port 75,364 a difference for Iliil of 48,239 
votes, or 20,863 less than his plurality this 
year. 
Cleveland’s plurality in Kings county this 
year was 12,446 against 15,729 in 1884. 
Hill’s gain in Kings this vear over Miller 
was 13,155, against an advantage over Daven­ 
port in 1885 of 9,479. 
So Cleveland lost 3, 
300 over 1884 and Ilill beat his gain of 1885 
by 3,676 v.otes over there. 
Harrison carried Suffolk by 567 votes this 
year, and Cleveland carried it in 1884 by 653 
votes. 
“ As Suffolk goes so goes the state,’ 
was therefore once again the fact. 
Miller 
carried Suffolk by 1,930 votes, but in 1885 
Davenport only carried it by 369. 
Cleveland beat Harrison 1,664 votes on 
Staten Island this year, but in 1884 ho beat 
Blaine there by 1,970 votes. 
Cleveland ran 
232 votes ahead of Hill in Richmond county 
this year, but he beat him 862 votes in the 
Cleveland vote of 1884 and the Hill vote of 
1885. 
Cleveland got 30 more votes than Hill 
Queens, and 1,666 more votes than Harrison 
in the same county, but Cleveland’s gain 
over Harrison this year was 256 less than his 
advantage over Blaine in 1884. 
Harrison’s gain over Cleveland above the 
Harlem Bridge was 75,406 votes. 
Cleve 
land’s gain below the bridge was 61,033. 
The difference is Harrison’s plurality in the 
state, 14,373 votes.

The lo cal po rtio n o f the S tate Char­ 
ities Aid Asso ciatio n sent o ne o f their num ber to the 
Willard Asylum, who cam e back and repo rted that 
it was a perfect palace, nicely furnished with spring 
W aitresses fo r the inm ates, etc., etc. 
No w if he re- 
I » o rteil all he saw, he certainly nail no t seen but a 
sm all po rtio n o f the institutio n. 
If he had,he wo uld 
have seen a large num bes o f straw beds, stacked up 
in ro o ms to be laid o n the flo o r in the halls fo r the 
inm ates to sleep upo n. The Asso ciatio n also ap- 
ix.inted co m m ittees to m ake weekly visits to o ur in-

During the excitem ent 
and co ntro versy last April in regard to o ur institu­ 
tio n, I read an article fro nt the pen o f the cele­ 
brated Dr. Hhrady, o f New-Yo rk, edito r o f the Med ­ 
ica l Reco rd . in favo r o f State, and stro ngly against 
Co unty asylum s, and o ne o f his stro ngest argum ents 
against Co unty asylum s is as fo llo ws II quo te his 
o wn rem ark« ]: “ The crying evil o f the present law 
is the definitio n o f the wo rd ’ chro nic.’ The distinc­ 
tio n is sim ply o ne o f tim e. A fter two years the. law 
really rules the case incurable, and the p atient can 
be taken by the Superintendent o f the Po o r to his o r 
her Co unty and wo rked o n the to wn farm . This is 
m o nstro us." 
That was the first tim e I ever heard o r read that, 
it was m o nstro us fo r a patient to be required to - 
wo rk. All o ther physicians I ever read o f reco m ­ 
mended it. 
Pro bably in the o pinio n o f Dr. Shrady 
the m o nstrcsitv o nly applies when they are required 
to wo rk o u the to wn farm , and if the wo rk w as do ne 
o n a State farm [as they arc required to wo rk tho se, 
to o ), it wo uld no t lie co nsidered mo nstro us.

and beco me self-suppo rting. Eleven o f the num ber 
received fro m o ther asylum s by this institutio n have 
been taken by their friends and are still retained. 
No acute cases are kept in o ur asylum . 
By the ad­ 
vice o t o ur physician, three who had been declared 
insane and bro ught here were retained a few days 
and discharged. Two o f them were kept less than 
to days. 
In my last repo rt I stated that the insane co uld be 
kept in the Co unty fo r abo ut $1.25 per week, ex­ 
clusive o f the pro ducts o f the farm . So me o f the 
m em bers then claim ed th a t as I had o nly kep t them 
fro m March until No vember, Ihc m ildest p a rt o f the 
year, I was no t qualified to judge.

My Jast report to your Board created a very 
strong opposition from the State asylum s and the 
State C'hariti s Aid Association against our institu­ 
tion anil County asylums in general. They fought us 
on every point. The local portion of tlie State Char­ 
ities Aid Association sent one of their number to the 
Willard Asylum, who came back and reported that 
it was a perfect palace, nicely furnished with spring 
W aitresses for the inmates, etc., etc. Now if he re­ 
ported all he saw. he certainly hail not seen but a 
small portion of the institution. If he had.he would 
have seen a large numbes of straw beds, stacked up 
in rooms to be laid on the floor in the halls for the 
inm ates to sleep upon. The Association also ap- 
jiointhd committees to make weekly visits to our in- 
stituti in and the City Alms House, and it occurred 
to me when reading those appointm ents th at 
if those 
committees 
would 
visit 
their 
own 
im mediate 
neighborhoods 
they 
would 
And 
more 
w ant 
and 
suffering in one day than 
Occurs in the City Alms House and the County Poor 
House in a year, and I am inclined to believe that 
the Committee appointed to visit the County House 
found work enough at home, as they failed to visit 
the latter with one exception. During the excitem ent 
anil controversy last April in regard to our institu­ 
tion, I read an article from the pen of tha cele­ 
brated Dr. Khrady, of New-York, editor of the Med­ 
ical Record* in favor of Stale, and strongly against 
County asylums, and one of his strongest argum ents 
against County asylums is as follows [I quote his 
own rem arks): “ The crying evil of the present law 
is the definition of the word ’ chronic.’ The distinc­ 
tion is simply one of time. After two years the law 
really rules the case incurable, and the patient can 
be taken by the Superintendent of the Poor to his or 
her County and worked on the town farm . This is 
m onstrous.” 
That was the first time I ever heard o r read that 
it was monstrous for a patient to be required to- 
work. 
AH other physicians I ever read of recom­ 
mended it. Probably in the opinion of Dr. Slirady 
the m onstrosity only applies when they are required 
to work ou the town farm , and if the work was done 
on a State farm [as they are required to work those, 
too|, it would not lie considered monstrous. My re­ 
port also caused several of tho counties in thisStato 
to agitate the question of keeping their chronic in­ 
sane, which, in my opinion, 
should 
be done 
in all 
counties 
having 
a 
sufficient 
number 
to w arrant the expense, 
even 
if 
there was 
no reduction in tho cost of keeping thorn. One of 
the great advantages of County asylum s is that they 
bring the insane in the vicinity of their friends, 
where they can Do frequently visited by them, and, 
as lias been the case in this County, several of the 
milder class of patients can be taken by their friends 
and become self-supporting. Eleven of the nmnlier 
received from other asylums by this institution have 
been taken by their friends and are still retained. 
No acute cases are kept in our asylum. By the ad ­ 
vice ot our physician, three who had been declared 
insane and brought here were retained a few days 
and discharged. Two of them were kept less than 
10 days.

After 
the fea st we were invited to the garden, where eof 
fee was served a full half-hour afterward.

this the Crown Prince took his statiou in one of the 
rooms of the palace, and every one of us was al 
lowed to rake him by the hand and converse w ith 
him.

Among the 3»» delegates were two from 
A ustralia and "tw o dartntbals, ’ dt least they were 
from the Sandwich Islands. * * * * * On Suu- 
days we had Christian Association services which 
were greatly enjoyed, w e arrived in England on 
July 81. * * * * 111 Edinburgh a party of 100 
delegates gathered together to m ake the trip to 
Stockholm in com pany. 
The lecturer gave a description of the trip 
on the North Sen on a small vessel. 
The 
Norwegian Fjords, which arc inlets of the sea, 
and are fed by glaciers, were entertainingly 
described, together with (rips made on sh o re 
and visils to noted waterfalls.

The 
invitations were printed on cards, and like nil relic 
hunters, I preserved mine. * * * * The card 
stated we were to appear “ in walking dress.' 
There were Gfk) who accepted the invitation, and in 
duo tim e we arrived at what is known as the Queen' 
Palace. The doors were thrown opeu, and we war 
ushered into the palace aud relieved by the servants 
of our hats, coats and umbrellas. The latter article 
is an im portant adjunct of living in Stockholm. IV 
were allowed to w ander through the large ap a rt­ 
m ents aud adm ire the grand paintings, decorations 
and works of art. 
After we had been at the place 
some time we heard that "the Crown Prince was 
com ing.” W hen he arrived a com mittee of 24 del 
gates waited upon him. We were then invited to 
luncheon. The feast was indeed a royal one, and 
the bill of fare elaborate, but yet the greater por­ 
tion of us had not yet seen the’Crown Prince. After 
the feast we w ere invited to the garden, where cof­ 
fee was served a full half-hour ufterw ard. A fter 
this the Crown Prince took his station in one of the 
rooms of the palace, and every one of us was 
lowed to take him by the hand and converse with 
him. He told us th a t his Kuyal Father was absent 
from the Capital, and that, it gave him great pleas 
ura to welcome us in his stead, and he hoped our 
stay in Stockholm had ljeen a pleasure.

Arm y influence express disapproval. Buffalo 
veterans of the Dem ocratic party testify that 
they do not want the split, and speak in com ­ 
m endation of the members of the Grand 
Arm y in electing Farquhar (Republican), to 
Congress at the last two elections, and Gen. 
W in. F. Rogers (Democrat) at a previous 
election. 
Regrets come from Baltimore of 
the rum ors at the W est of a contem plated 
division, and Democratic members declare 
that there is no likelihood of trouble in M ary­ 
land. 
In Philadelphia such leading Demo­ 
cratic members as City Com ptroller Dechert, 
Col. Charles E. T ipton, Com m ander of the 
Hancock 
Veterans* 
Association, and 
Dr. 
Kingston Goddard, say there will la; no se­ 
cession in that city 
In Cincinnati it is not 
known that any movement for a new organ­ 
isation has lK*en started. 
In Syracuse it has 
been impossible to find any disaffection lynong 
Democratic members. 
Even in Chicago, 
w here Gen. Palm er may bi' supposed to have 
friends in the G rand Arm y if anywhere, the 
movement has no support. 
Gen. Herman 
Lieb, who lins been a member from the tirst 
organization aud is a staunch Democrat, de­ 
clares that there is not enough m aterial in 
the country to form a separate ex-soldiers’ 
association, 
lie adds that the whole trouble 
arises from the fact that nine tenths of the 
members are Republicans who take an active 
part in every cam paign. 
But he testifies that 


politics have lreen rigidly kept out of the 
organization 
In his opinion the effect of 
Democratic secession would be the form a­ 
tion of two distinctive political organizations 
where there is none now, aud that neither 
would thrive except in the heat of great po­ 
litical campaigns, 
lie seems to be wise 
enough to foresee the effect of forcing into 
p didos a great an i powerful organization, 
nine-tenths of whose meniliers are Kepubli 
cans. 
The movement appears to lie confined to 
Indiana, a state w hich was made infam ous 
by the Knights of the Golden Circle and 
other treasonable organizations during the 
war. 
But even there it does not receive the 
sanction of Congressman Matson, the d e fe a ­ 
t'd Democratic candidate for Governor. 
M at­ 
son says lie knows nothing about it save what 
he has seen in the papers, that he is not the 
head or any part of it, aud licit he does not 
pro [vise to follow Gen. Palm er’s course lie 
cause he was never a member of the Grand 
Arm y and cannot w ithdraw. 
Gen. Palm er 
continues to insist that the organization was 
used for partisan purposes, but does not ap­ 
pear to ted sure of his ability to lead a great 
Democratic secession. 
The most that he has 
to say in regard to a Democratic division is 
that ** some prop'h<* the organization of ex 
soldiers when circum stances shall show it to 
be necessary” 
The old General is still sore 
over his defeat, though the returns show that 
the Democratic veterans, w ho deserted Cleve 
land almost to a m an, stood by him faith­ 
fully. 
If the Dem ocratic party would like to sec 
a G rand Army composed wholly of Dem o­ 
cratic veterans, no Republican is likely to ob 
ject. 
It m ight m ake Republicans out of 
m any w ho are satisfied w ith the order as it is, 
while it would release tsitti l>odic* from the 
rule of abstention from {Kililics.

The news is confirmed ttiat Evans of T en ­ 
nessee, Stockbridge of Maryland and Cole' 
m an of Louisiana, Republican members of 
Congress-elect, have lieen granted certificates 
ol election by the Governors of their several 
states. 
This assures a Republican m ajority 
of one in the House, without waiting for Hie 
decision in regard to the second N orth C aro­ 
lina district and the W est Virginia districts 
There ought to he little difficulty now in set 
tling the count in these districts, for neither 
p a rty can capture the House by unfairness, 
while there is a strong sentim ent am ong bon 
est and candid Dem ocrats in favor of accord 
ing to the Republicans the m ajority to which 
they are entitled. 
It is pleasant lo m ark with 
what cheerfulness some De mix rills m ake the 
admission. 
Congressman springer said on 
W ednesday: 
“ T he next 
House will un­ 
doubtedly lie Republican by a small m ajority.” 
Speaker Carlisle said yesterday that he w as 
“ inclined to believe that the Republicans will 
have control of the next Congress." W hen 
Carlisle surrenders, then all hope m ust ta 
given up. 
He came cad y to W ashington to 
look airier the Dem ocratic collut, and selected 
the districts in which Republicans were to lie 
couuled out. 
His hopes of |s>liiical prcm o 
Hon w ere all centered in die retention of the 
Speakership for another term. 
His accept 
once in the last Congn ss of another m an’s 
•eat, after it had lieen procured for bim by 
the most outrageous aud unblushing frauds, 
proved him as unscrupulous as any Southern 
partisan, and prepared the country to regard 
w ithout surprise his efforts to re elect himself 
Speaker over a Republican House. 
The anxiety of the Democrats to recover 
their I oat popularity in the territories is 
amusing. 
Mr. Springer says they will try
